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More Manga -- Saint Seiya Style

Eclipse Comics needs input. Sure, you may read their Viz Comics titles every 
week, but you must realize the books they're doing now won't run forever. 
Consider this -- Mai: the Psychic Girl will run to completion by the beginning of 
August, Xenon will wrap up this Winter, Lum has been delayed until later in the 
year (maybe longer), and no release date has been given for the Fist of the Northstar 
comic they're considering. The way I see it there's a lot of room for suggestion... 
suggestion that will be seriously considered. After all, it was the massive 
outpouring of requests for Urusei Yatsura that got the Lum book put in motion. 
This is where Saint Seiya comes into play... 
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Saint Seiya -- many of you know it as the popular animated series in Japan, now 
heading toward its eightieth episode. [and second season - BC] Others know of the 
short OAV feature or the wide line of toys and action figures. But few people seem 
to know of the Saint Seiya manga, a series that would fit quite well into the 
superhero-oriented American comic market. Those familiar with the television 
series will be pleasantly surprised to find that it was taken from Masami 
Kurumada's manga virtually scene for scene with only minor alterations to the 
heroes' armor and the toning down of a scene or two. For those of you who've 
never seen Saint Seiya, well, you're in for a treat. The bronze saints, trained from 


counterparts did ages ago. They use the Powers they draw from the constellations 
against the forces of Ares -- other bronze saints, black saints, silver saints, gold 
saints, crystal saints, ghost saints... the opponents seem endless. But Saint Seiya isn't 
just a slugfest — there's humor and betrayal, love lost and found, comraderie and 
competition. 


Picture it — Bronze Saint Hyoga the Cygnus advances on the field of honor, 
screaming out in Russian and letting fly the Aurora Thunder attack he mastered in 
Siberia. His now-frozen opponent shatters under his next blow and a piece of the 
stolen Gold Sagittarius Cloth flies free. If only the others were doing as well against 
the mysterious black saints; Shun... Shiryu... Seiya... where were they now? YOU 
can know where they are every two weeks and follow them into thirty pages of 
battle, but first you've got to tell Eclipse Comics what you want.

While Hiragana is used for Japanese words, Katakana is used for foreign words. . 
Sometimes it is easy to determine the meaning of the Katakana word, i.e. "Makurosu" | 
spelled in Katakana ( wgaz ) is the Japanese way of saying "Macross". In this case, 
just by saying the word out slowly (and remembering to make the final "u" silent) you — 
can determine what the word is. Other words, such as "Barukiri" you will have to do a_ 


little wordplay in order to find that it is the Norse Word "Valkyrie". 


All of us have probably heard the way the "L” sound and "R" sound switch now and _ 
then. Actually, it is us hearing the sound wrong that does it. The "R" sound used is _ 


actually between the two sounds (try it yourself: make the "L" sound and then the "R" 
sound. Concentrate on where the tip of your tongue is when you pronounce the | 
sound. By moving the tip of your tongue to the mid-way point (the middle of the roof 

of your mouth) and vocalizing, you cap. get the right sound.) 


Another sound trick involves silent vowels, mainly u after su, or o after to and do. : 
The u is also silent between two hard consonents (example, in Orange Road, Kyosuke's - 


name is often pronounced as if it were "Kyoske" with a longer s sound. 


Katakana uses a long dash ( — ) to denote long vowels. This is often used to create . . 


an "r" sound that corresponds to those in english words. The word "Fighter" can be | 


seen as 7t19— "Faitaa"™. 


In issue 22 I gave a list of particles that are used in Japanese, but was unable to give 
the basic rules for writing Hiragana due to lack of space. In general, Hiragana is written _ 


as it sounds, with a few exceptions. These exceptions can cause difficulty in translating 


if you are not aware of them. 


In Hiragana long vowels (aa, ii and uu) are represented by adding an additional 


vowel character to the previous character (i.e. "Ka" is written as *»g5

What is heard or prounounced as ee is usually written as ei. For example, "Sensee" :

The second part of the long vowel oo is spelled with 4 in Hiragana. For example, . 
"Doozo" (Please) is written as &°9 . Unfortunatly, some words are spelled using _ 


the character #* , such as “ookii" (large) a Fr Fu) 


The Hiragana representation of double consonants kk, ss, tt pp, etc is written with a 
reduced ( 7 ) preceeding the symbol representing a syllable that begins with the — 
consonant. In speaking this construct, pronounce the consonant extra long (as if your 


tongue "sticks" to it for a moment before going onto the next sound). For example, — 


"Chott" (a little) is spelled as 5x2 ; "Zasshi" (magazine) is spelled as #'s (
